The papers uro full of the enterprise 


ol the Fresno teamster who has started 
opposition to the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany in the business of hauling Fresno 
products to the San Francisco markets. 
Of course, it would be too much to ex- 
pect that the papers would conie withi 
a mile of the truth, and nearly all that 
hae been said in relation to the venture 
has scarcely BO much "as a basis of truth. 
The simple fact of lite business is Una: 
Charles Campbell, the owner of the 
team, thought it would be a nice trip to 
drive to SBII Francisco and that hie big 
team would he a good thing to ehow the 
natives alter be yol there and so, tak- 
ing on hoard a relative or two and 
hie teamster, lie started out on the road 
on Thursday last and reached San -lose 
jeBterday. 
To pay his expenses bo 


loaded into his fiont wagon five tons 
(not ten tons ag the papera Rtated) of 
figs and raisins which he has sold along 
the road ae much as possible, but will 
deliver the unsold product to the con- 
Bieneeat San Francisco. The purpose 
of the trip was not to baul the freight 
at a profit, but to sec the country, at- 
tend the horse show which opena next 
Wednesday, and bave a good lime. 
The enterprising owner of the fruit hae 
made a lirst class advertisement out ot 
the incident, and the press hae made of 
it a pretext for lambasting the "Oc- 
tupuE," which is well enough in itself. 


Readers of the Register will remem- 


ber that soon after the strike we had an 
article on the subject of freighting by 
team in opposition to the aforemen- 
tioned "octopus." We got the best 
figures at the time, but there way eome 
criticism of them BE bein;r not altogether 
correct. Since then we bave kept our 
eyes open for information on this sub- 
ject, have been about the state a 
good 
deal, and 
have talked with 


no end of teamsters on the subject, 
and tho figures we are now able 
to give will do to depend on. The 
Frt'sno incident having brought tbefiub- 
ject to public attention again wo take 
the opportunity to present the results of 
our investigations. 


The correct team for hauling on tbc 


road for a business would be a sliletn 
mule team with three wagons. The 
mules should be not less than six years 
old and would ordinarily be worth, with 
barneason, $250 per span or $2000 for 
the team. Juet at this time they could 
be picked up cheaper. 
The wagons 


should have high wheels, broad tires 
and be built in California. The three 
would coat $1000, making tho team 
stretched out on the road worth $3000. 


To drive that team the services of two 


men will be required, one n. first class 
teamster worth $75 per month and the 
other a helper at $30. Camping along 
the road the board of these men will 
costal.50 per day for the two. To feed 
the team will coet, for rolled barley, 213 
pounds, $2.13; hay, 400 pounds, $2, 01 
$4.13 per day for feed. The repair ac 
count will be $1.25 per day, for every 
day in the year. 


Interest and insurance is worth 10 


percent on this eort of property and, 
as the lifo of thie sort of a team IB 
about ten years (when the capital in- 
vested will have disappeared unless its 
renewal ia provided for) there hits to be 
cbarged to tho expense account a daily 
saw Bulliuiuut, at tho expiration af the 
ton years, lo give the investor buck bis 
capital as well as interest, so, for capi- 
tal and interest we add $1 05 per day, 
bringing the total expense account up 
to $12.03 per day. This of course allows 
nothing for superintendence, but only 
for fixed charges which 
must l»e 


met or the venture will not prove profit- 
able. 


Such a team as wo have described 


will haul 1500 to 1800 pounds to the ani- 
mal on fairly good roads, wet or dry, 
summer and winter, or twelve to four- 
teen tons. Some place it is as high as a 
ton to the animal, but that would bo the 
maximum and not the average that it 
would do figure on. Tho distance trav- 
eled would be twenty miles daily, ten 
hours on the road anil two miles to the 
hour. 


A round trip from Tulare to Stockton, 


320 miles, would require sixteen days on 
tho road and a day for loading and un- 
loading, and can be made for $204.51, or 
about $8 per ton either way. 


The average rate on the four principal 
classes of merchandise, in less than car- 
load lots, between Tulare and Stockton, 
is $14.50 per ton. The average rate in 
: carload lots of the following commodi- 


ties-. 
Dry hides, wool, wheat, Hour 


agricultural implements, canned and 
dried fruita is $9.90 per ton. eo that if a 
teamster could get average 'quantities of 
freight at average rates he could com- 
pete very successfully with tho "octo- 
pus, in hauling between Tulare and 
.Stockton. 


But the teamster could not get tho 
/ hauling to do'and if he did the railroad 


would bring down its rates before he 
had reached Stockton with his first load. 
Many kinds of goods would not stand 
hauling, and no man would be justified 
in fixing to haul unless he could be 
guaranteed rates for one or two years, 
and merchants and shippers would 
guarantee nothing. The only service 
this investigation performs is to show 
(what will be admitted any day) that 
the rates charged by the railroad are 
not based on either the cost of service 
or the value of it, but on "what the 
traffic will bear." 


It is probable that a reduction in rates 


will ha made. The atir that the Fresno 
incident lias caused will have its effect 
upon the 6. P. company. It cannot long 
maintain its rates in the face of a unit- 
ed public sentiment, and this incident 
and the statements which result from it 
will solidify public sentiment and make 
it effective in procuring a reduction- 
but it is unfortunate than when an issue 
of thia sort arises newepapers do not go 
to the trouble to investigate and present 
true etatemeuts. Claptrap can raise a 
howl any day, but it is not effective in 
convincing. The first presentation of 
the truth of 
this business will be
